REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taken singularly or in combination teaches or suggests: 

• Creating at a server computer, at least one instruction corresponding to 
function key-capable field that when received by a web browser caused 
a control and an incomplete list of items to be created and displayed in a 
web page that represents a host computer display screen, and 
transmitting from the server computer to a client computer having the 
web browser, additional instructions that cause the web browser to 
produce a second web page containing a complete list of items from the 
host computer, (claims 1 & 21); 

• a server application framework for determining whether an instruction 
template corresponding to host computer screen exists, transmitting the 
instruction template to a client computer, and if the instruction template 
does not exist, creating a set of instructions having a portion of the data 
that is transmitted from the host computer and received by the server 
computer and transmitting the set of instructions to the client computer, ( 
claims 11 &31). 

• Determining whether the data transmitted from a host computer includes 
at least one menu item filed, and creating at least one instmction that 
represents a hyperlink field corresponding to the menu item field (claims 
17&37); 
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Automatically creating a set of instructions representing web page fields 



corresponding to the fields in a cursor field corresponding to the focus 



filed of a host screen, and automatically creating at least one cursor 



positioning instmction in the set of instructions, and transmitting the set 



of instructions to a client computer, (claims 18 & 38).
